‘Toro the printing of tho Government paper money 
Jand other work incidental to tho proparation of the 
Yas? igsiios of the departwentis carried on, Itoc- 
cupies the wholo or great tion of the basement, 

ab-basoment and upper floors of the building, an 
fama tho proportions of which will be botter realized 
}whon it ia remembered that the ground upon which 
tho building stands oxceodn throo aorea jn extont. 
'Tho building is composed of five atorics, oxclusivo 
jof the eub-basemont. Ite entire longth iv $20 feet, 
and its width 283 fect. 

Armed witb the nocoesary ipass, which tho cour 
teoun attontion of the Sccratary has suppliod on 
dhort notice, we,gntor tho vast lnildingat the south- 
cast biszomont door, touch our bat to the captain of| 
tho day-watch, note the hour on the look just in- 
feido the ontranco, und puss on through a long bull 
dimly lighted by the door we hevo just ontercd, to 
another vntrance or rather soreen, with an aportare 

tho conter, through which the cimployoes of tha 
Bureau daily ontor and loayo thoir eovernl divisions 
of labor. Eyory division, compartmont or scrcon in 
tho Treasury hos its own particular epecial uso, and 
this is only like the others in this respect. Imme- 
diately behind this scrovn ore stationed a watchman 
and sssistent, whose doty It is to eee thatall the 
omployeca,:both male and female, are ‘on hand’ at 
the regulation hour, to ruport abaoutoes, and genor- 
ally to supervise all tho arrivals and departures. It 
isalso made.the duty of this watohnian or door- 
keeper to 600 Lhut no porion not ofvinlly.eonnected 
With the Dopartment enters tho uote-printing bu- 
reau unloss he has'n poss from the Secrotary of tho 
Troovury. This regulation is strictly enforeed. 

Pursuing our way through a smoll group of large- 
hooped womon who throng the entrance, wre reach 
tbo office of the Superintendent or Chicf of the first 
division of the Netional Noto Bureau, situated in 
tho south-ost cornur of tho west wing of tho huild- 
ing. This is by no means our first visit, and aftor 
having our pasa vishd by Mr, Clerk, who handait 
‘to an assistant for record, we start in compnuy with 
‘that gentleman.on our tour of investigation. 

Our first visit is to the Forging Room. This 

apartment, or rather subterrancan chamber, could 
not fuil to have pleased the Cyelopean giants, Bron- 
tos, Storopes, and Argos, who constructed the artil- 
lory of the thandoraiarting Jove, ao admirably 
adapted is it to tho purpogcs to which it is devoted. 
Lis located in thu sub-bahomont of tho building, 
equally ronioved from the various ozher divieions of 
tho Burean, and whoro tho noise from tho work ta 
completely doadened, In the Forge Rooin, or 
Blockstulth’s shop, as it is more familicrly known, 
all tho forging required in tho Dopartmont ie dono, 
The forges, of which thero'are two, are driven by 
ono of Alden's Patont Blow Fans, and one or other 
of thom js kept in coustant oporation, 
Botween tho Forging and tho Muchino shops is 
ted the Engine-room,-whore are found one of 
Poole & Hunt's, Baltimore, upright Engines, work- 
fngawoy likou young Titan, This engine is nomi 
nally of four horse power; but by keeping it under u 
atrong pressure of stoam, @ power of six horscs is 
jodisined, and by an ingenionsly contrived economy 
{tis mado to drive not only the machinery in the 
asoment, hut also thet on the floor aboyo, which 
‘wo shall have decasion to describe econ. 


From tho Forging Room wo pnss rendily to the 
Biachioe shop, with which tbe former tu iinmedi- 
ately counvcted, the whole forming one muin divi- 
sion of the cub-basement, 90 feet long and 25 feet 
wide. This apartment is furnished with lathes, 
planoa, drills, &c., adopted to tho construction of 
all the now, and tho ropair of all tho old, machinery 
required oryneed in tho building. Without this im- 
portant auxiliary, troublesome and frequently dan- 
gerous deluys would be submitted to, Expariency 
bas taught tho very efliciont chief of this Baro’ 
that even Government Printing Offices nro not ox- 
empt from the accidents-which sometimes beful! 
the best regulated families, and he hss provided 
egalpxt the consequences of their too frequent ro- 
currence by this timely provision, With this x 
hive ruom in operation he ix, to 8 great extent, if 
not wholly, independent of otitside mouufacturers 
and deslors. Ifa machine of whioh, as we sball pres- 
ently sce, there aro oror 300 ia operation in differ- 
ont parts of tho building is brolion or athorwiso out 
of ardor, tho injurvd or refractory momber isbrought 
horo, ond, to use a departmontismn, is adjusted in 
« due courge,"" oud reassigned to its appropriute work, 

Formerly all tho elabonite and costly machinery 
necesuiry in the nianufacture of the paper mone; 
end other isanes of the Department, had to be 
parchased in Now-York snd otber cities of the East 
end brought to Washington at an onormous outlay 
of Une and money. ‘The saving in cost of freight, 
and the delay necessary to its eafe transmission, haa 
already eayod an immense outlay to tho Goyorn- 
wont. 

Thero aro six turning-lnthes, ono grinding ma- 
ching, one drill-prees, three plening-machinca ot 
present in oporation in this room, On our last 
visit we noticed a trimming machine intended for 
usein tho sopuratiug und trimming of Treasury 
[Notes which hed Just been completed aud would bo 
roady for use ina day or two, The work and gen- 
cru] sppearance of thie machino will compare fuyor- 
ably with that of muchines mado by the best estab- 
\iebments elsowhero, 

Thore being no Woundery connected with tho De- 
partincnt, tho casting nedessnry for the evyeral mo- 
chinus constructed hure, ix done at tho U. S. Navy 
Yaup aod othor pluocs outside tho building. Con- 
nected with the Mnohine Shop aro commodious 
Store-roome supplied with iron, oll, tools, and the 
numerous other articles roquirod in the proscoution 
of ite numerous details, 

Mr. J. Q. Larmon, the master-machipist of tho 
shop, informed us that but three machines, vis. a 
bolt-cutter, o shaping muchine, and a gear-cutting 
machine were needod to completé the complement 
of tho establishment ond thoy would soon be 
supplied. 

Tho shrill whietloof tho engino in the court-yard 
of tho building reminds uo that the hour usually al- 
Jotted to refrwhinent hao arrivod—itiy noon, At 
one o'clock it will sound agoin and then wo will ne- 
company you to toe Paper-meking room adjoining 
Wo are now about to enter upon 6 now phoge of our 
subject. Wo have, us duck Tor would say, been 
Sounding our subject, and havo found bottom—and 
A protty deop ono too—in the Forging and Machine 
Shops. \ 

We now mounta flight of atono stairs to the base

PAPER-MAKING ROOM. 

Trore weproposo to devote thu hour which must elapse 
before work ja ceauined, to a briof statement of the 
main causes which led to the organization of this 
important branch of the Note-printing depertinont. 

Until within a comparatively recent poriod, the 
Paper necessary for tho use of tho Buronu has boon 
made end suppliod by manufacturers in Connec- 
tiont, Philadelphia, aud elaowhoro. 


6 peculiar kind of paper, the manufseture of 
which shonid be known only to the Government 
and oxclusively used by it, A Committes of tho 


the tnto Socrutary of tho Treasury, to make invosti- 
gitions and roport npon tho feasibity of obtaining 
gobs fubric, In October, 1862, a new description 
of paper kuown aa“ numbruvo" paper wos protont- 
ed to the Seerutary whieh seemed Co satiefy the re 
qnired conditions. Arrangemente-were at once per- 
footed for ita manufigture in the building, and oftor 
a wvriva of oxporitnonta by Dr. Stuart Gwyn, its to- 
ventor, and the prssont Chief of the Bureau, Mr. 
Sponcor M, Clark, a successful result was thoaght 
to have been achivved, About bulf a inillion dol- 
lurs of the fractional ourrency had been printed on 
thin paper, whon it was fouud that numerous epari- 
ous and counterfeit issus of thla monoy wore Pelng 
elrowlated, Many of thugs imitations were so admi- 
subly executed a8 almost to defy detection, aud 
ehange was ut once doomed necessary. 

‘Tho munufnoturo of w juper combining the qnoli- 
tia nooestary for plita printing, aa well as boing 
anti-photographic and pot liuble to aplit, was ot 
once a desidorstum and » novossity. LUas accord- 
ingiy resolved to make further Sxperiments which 
wero aguin entrusted to Dr. Gwyn. This gentle- 
mau, to whom fn conjunction with Mr. Clark, the 
Governnient is lurgely indebted for their persistent 
aflorts in the teoth af dotorminod and continued op- 
postion from almost every quarter, hus at last sne- 
eveded.iu producing a papor which wa buye ovory 
reazon Co think will baflle tho cnergics of counterfolt- 
ons for name timo to conn. Woy for soins time, f 
Wo ure of those who believe that complete immunity 
from dungor ia impossiblo—thut what fo made by bu- 
ian bands can be uniade or duplicated by the eames 
agency. En other words, thut the only security’ 
against fraudulent issues of tho national curroncy, 
consiats in x frequent cbang® oither in the composi- 
tion of the wntoriuls and in thelr wauuficture, or 
in the form und apjcurunce of tho moneys thom- 
solves—which is protty much the same thing. 

But to roturu to the Pupor-mill before which we 
hye kopt you standing, to our mutual digeomfort 
longer than wo et Lirat hoped. Restrain your inpa- 
tionce, my indulzeut but nuxious reader, ‘Phus fur 
all hos ben “ fine weather and fair eailing,” but we 
now reach a point in our exploration, wherunoithor 
interrogation nor exclumution will avail us any 
thing—s branch of our subject within whicli tho 
jnalous eyo of tho outside world may uot peer. Al 
wo know is that it is not o full-stop, and we are 
Usunk ful for that, 

‘Tho exporimonts of Mosers, Gwyn and Clark, just 
alluded to, resulted in tho production of a paper at 
once tirm in texture, suiooth of surtuco, aud of tho 
required donsity, with tho all-important additional 
advantage of beiug coinplotely anti-photographic, 
‘This great and essenticl feature is guined by iatro- 
ducing into the pulp of which the paper iscompoacd 
afiber which wingles with the pulp iv the proceas 
pf wannfacturo, and which cannot be photographed 
without discoloring the paper to which it is desired 
to transfer impressiovs, giving it the uppearaucy of 
a coame black apider-web. Aw this fibor is made in 
the paper aud not merely attached to the surface 
cannot be remeved without destroying the paper. 
Thus all attompts to counterfeit. money printed on 
it will bo baffled. Tho room we are oow visiting lu 
Atted with tho neecssary mills and machiuory to 
miuko this papor, driven by a 4) horse power ongine 
of the most elaborate manufacture, and aa we hava 
already said is most jealously and soonroly gnarled, 
no onc, not even the Secretary himeeff, boing al- 
lowed to onter, A considorablo amount of this 
fibrous paper is already mudo, aud ubout the firat of 
October tho priuting of the fractional currenoy on 
it will commonce. 

The balance of tho national securities have bocn 
hitherto printed on the common bank-vote paper, 
which, being © commercial commodity, doca not 
itself furnish any special guard azainst countorfeit- 
ing or fraudulont issues, ‘Tho paper is parohased of 
tho munufkcturers, delivered to the Dupurtiwent by 
tho oxpress company in boxes, containing toa pack- 
ages of a thousand slicets each, which uro deposited 
in tho paper-room. Tho receipts of the express 
company; the invuices of the manufneturyn; thoir 
bils presented Lo the Auditor for settlement; tho 
books of the paper-room, and the amouut of ourren- 
cy issued, furnish the data from which it may be 
ascertained whether auy uncuthorized paper passes 
through the Department, 

Frow the papor-roon the packages are delivored 
to tho siiporiutondent of the countivg-room, where 
they are counted, and whence thoy are delivered to 
tho various #ubdivivious of tho Burewa, 

As wo sbull haye occasion to visit and speak of 
those sovorul subdivisions in the course of our after- 
noon’s wulk, wo will, i you please, pass round the

Another phase in the biography of ovr Treasury 
noto or boud ia tho manufacture of the ink with 
which it is printed. ‘Tha transition frow papor to 
ink is ot once uaturil aud easy, and we accordingly 
find it carried on Ina small adjoining room ou the 
opposite side of the hall, The mills, six in uumber, 
driven by a small epgtue similur to that in the nin- 
chine room, aro grinding away npop as muuy ditty 
ent colored inka which aro supplied to the vavious 
press-rooins us fustus they are required for printing, 
‘That willin the corner of the room, und furthost 
from you, 83 you enter the door, is grinding the 
uteen ink eo well known, and so wuch esteowod, on 
the back of our uniform National vurroncy, and 
from which they take thelr distinctive und fu.ilior 
namo of * Groenbnel ~Tbo mill uext to it basa 
“‘bateb” of purplo ink in it. Look how smooth apd 
brightitia, It hna beon “ going through the mill” 
for tho Inst four Lours, and tho Superintendent euys 
‘it will require two houra moro grinding bofore the 
process will bo complete, Itisonw of tho most 
vuluablo inks in uso, und is used in backing tho 
twenty-five cent currency notes, Itds border and 
therefore requires moro grinding than tho othor 
inks, The colors are uot wade in the building, but 
aro received dry from the manufacturer, aud tho 
proper quantity of ofl hnving becn udded, the dough 
puslo iy thon resdy for tho mill, Some thirty 
difforont pigmonts nro uscd, 08 many as eight boing 
sometimes used to effect ono combination. ‘The six 
wills nro in constant operation, and the daily pro- 
duct is about 400 pounds, or over a tun per meek. 
A row of large cans, twelvo in nurubor, aro mnged 
on u platioria on tho side of the roow as you entor, 
Euch of theso enna fs capable of holding batwean 
fivennd six hundred poundaofini, A¥ench “bateb"™ 
of {hk is ground itis put in ono or the otber of these 
cans ani uppliod thonca to tho preaa rooms aboyo, 
Toke made hero aro allof tho very finest quality, 
und this said, tho subject of ink-muking, in this cons 
neetion, is exhousted; for uy one who has visited 
a paint oop has deen tho,whole process, on parhaps 
namallor scalo, Afr.

Thoresro, an is gonerally known, threy goneni! 
mothoda of producing pictures or improssions by 
ougraving—these are lithography or engraving on 
stone, wood ongraving, nud copper and eteol plate 
engraving. Engraving apon copper or ateol is the 
only atylo used in producing Tank notes, or in this 
caso, the Government issacs of money. Stoel has 
eon substituted for copper as buing border and 
therefore loss Hablo to wour ont in printing. Tho 
engraving of 8 Treasury noto or bond would doubt- 
teas be considered by many—ond porbaps aot least 
60 by thoartist and eugnuver himself—a very tedious 
operation, Its various parts usually ocoupy in their 
difforent stages of progress, from ouo to twely 
montha, The average time fs about four monthe— 
longer in fact than to build a moderate sized house.

PICTORIAL ENGRAVING KOOMA. 

\ Tho Superintendent in absont to-day, buto gen- 
Mominly, obliging workinan who comus toward us 
with his grover in his band, kindly offers to sbow 
us round tho room, Five Picture Engravers aro 
usually employed in tho Art departinunt. Some 
times e single workman executes the whole of o vig. 
nefte or picture, but mury frequently voveral 
gravers are in turn engayed upon it; one ongraying 
the fignres, another the landscapo, another the ani- 
wuls, another the border which snrrounds it, and so 
on, cach performing the part in which ho is most 
proticiout, In this way, tho utmost excellence of 
work ig uttained. Two of tho tive scats arv occu- 
pied. Lovus ece what the occupants are at work on, 

You notice that square built mau with long hair 
aud deoidedly Tentonionspect, with bis glace in bie 
oye and bis plato bofors him, tix rather too lite 
iu the day or porlaps, without nerutinixing him too 
closely, you might. suppose hoe was enting his din- 
uer; but he hus neither lager in one wor kde and 
brod ip the other. These aro his tools and he is 
simpiy apd soborly at work. That glues, metaphor- 
cially speaking, is ulwuys in bis eye; and that plate 
is a standing dish with bim, for it is ulways before 
him. More valuable than Porcolain, Sevres, or Ma- 
Jolica, or evon than tho fabled dish of Apollo, for it 
has cost biw a whole year’a lubor and the Goyern- 
nent near three thousund dollurs. Itix not tinishod 
yot and tay not be for six months to come. Itin 
ouly a small pinto, not mora than seven inches lony 
by three wide, about the size of a National Bank 
nolo, and is intonded, when finished, to replace the 

‘igival Groembacks, The drawing represents the 
discovery of the Mississippi river by DeSoto, and 
is copied from tho largo paivting by Powell, in the 
rotunda of tho Capital. A similar pioure, but of 
smuller dimensions, representing the hwdiug of Co- 
Humbus, also taken frou thy Capitol collection, and 
ongtaved by abother Artist, lus already become 
fauiliarto un on the buck of the National Bavk 
notes bow in cireulation, 


You still think the plate a small ono, and marvel 
at the cost. Let og examine it closely, Count the 
nuniber of lines in that stalwart figure seated ov 
tho yround, leaning on hia muttook, or in thut of 
the burly, well-fed priest who, with hia opyned bre 
Viery ia ono hand, seomne with the othor to be in the 
act of consoerating the Cross which is being raised 
on the bak of tho river. Multiply tho ag- 
gmgate ninabor of lines in these wro figures by 
that in the twonty-four principal figures which 
compose the entire group; ndd to this the almoat 
coutleas number of lines which enter into the com- 
position of the othor figures and wuxiliuries of the

California ns “Gold bearing quarts ledges, 

EXTENT AND LOOALITY OF THE MINES, 

But befury proceeding Corthve, it might be lmportaut 
to give you some idea of tho extent and Ioontion of tho 
Reeao River mines—wlocs that are dostiaed to bevomo 
familiar to the readers of public Journals hereafter.

This (Roogo Riror Distriot) Is ten milos wide, and how 
long (E. and W.) Iam not prepared to say—probably 
one hundred milea; but this ls not praotically 50, for no 
mines are Iooated B, and W. in the district a greater 
distance than ten or Afton milea, N. and & tho Joca- 
tlens aro cooxtonsive with tho distriot, Tho only prop- 
erly-deyeloped lodges aro in this distrlot, Considering 
thie the contral district, I will uow apedk of other dis: 
tricte, and'will begin on the north sido, First ts Aru- 
dor Distriot, partly formed ovt of territory taken from 
this alstrict, haa aome yery rich lodges partially devel- 
oped.

sueb great promise as to indace Sun Franolsco onpital 
to place there o ten-stamp mill, which haa already com- 
meneed to crash or pulverize the motal-boiring rook, 
bo: with what result lenot known here, Tho rook is 
thought to bo rich cnunzh ty amply romuacrate tho 
heavy cutlay of copital and labor olruady oxpended. 

There 9a Dintriot, newly discovered, lying come 
milea Wost of Cortes, anil p:rhaps elghty miles from 
Austin, called the New-York Distriot; bur it la in the 
hands of a fow enterprising prospestors who ecem dis- 
poved to giv but Hetlo information regarding it 

Wo will now return und exnmence In a Sontherly 
ulrection, ond, first South of Austin is Simpson's Park 
District; next. Big Crock Distriot, Bunker Mill, Sum- 
wit Sante Fo, Smokey Valley and Worbington, all 
within tlyrty to forty miles Svoth, and all containing 
some rich wllver-boaring ledges. Big Creek bas two 
quurtz mills, Wasbington one, and Smokey Valley ono 
In course of erection, Still farther South (8. W.) Is 


Union District, ombracing some ledyes of extreordinary 
3. E,) is Son Antonia District. 


Hobnees, Still further 
‘These Districts aro sixty and cisghty miles distant from 
Austin, There fa still snuther District South, called 
the Marysville Distriot, but it Is ono hundred miles 
distant, and Tconsider It partially out of our noighhor- 
hood, although its prospeotors ranke Anstin thelr hoad- 
qnortera Longhit to havo mentioned in this connection 
two other Districts; Moantain Wells, aout fifty miles 
Wost, and Clan Alpina somo thirts milea etill farther. 
Weet, Tho only mines East are ot Egan Canon (Can- 
Fon), ahont one hundred and twonty East on the Orer- 
lund Mail Road, Thie muy aero to ive you eome idea 
of tuo oxtent es well as location of what Is genorally 
known a6 the Reese Riyor mines, Tho prevailing metal 
in all these Districts, is silver.

HOW MINEA ARE OWNED AND WORKED, 

Itlatbougbt by a great many not Ipformed on tho 
sunject, that to own and work mines it is necessary to 
live and Lo porsonally presont nt tho place whero they 
aro located, Such, however, is o great mistake. But 
fo, at lenst compurativoly few, who are owners tn 
cluiwa or mines, pefform laber on thom, It is uavally 
manogeil by Joint stock companies nd corperotions, 
tostly the latter. ‘The corporation may bo furmed ua- 
der the awe of this Tertitory or that of any State or 
country. Tho corporation usunlly employs a auperto: 
tondont rho employs mouing laborers and dicts ond 
controlethe Libor. The libor fs generally employed 
on theledge. A suitable point for operating is selec 
anda shaft sank down on the ledge far enough to do.

Death of Joshua Brtes 

‘The doath of Mr, Joshua Bates, the eminent Lon- 
dou banker of tho houso of Baring Brothers and 
Company, took place in London on the 24th of 
Soptewber, in tho soventy-sisth yeor 
Mr. Batea was born in Weymouth, Mnsa., in 1788, 
und wos descended from a family of cmigronts 
fron Englind, whieh occupies o conspicuous 
place in the carly history of Massschusetts. After 
reosiving tho usual educution of a New-Eogland 
country village, he entered 9 counting-house in 
Boston, where ho gained bis first knowlodga of 
worcantile affairs, und was’ soon distinguished for 
hia capacity ond optitudo for busines. Passing 
into the employment of the celvbrited William 
Gray, tho loading merchnt‘of Mussachusotts; ho 
was pluced in obarge of highly responsiblo trusts 
oven before the attainment of hia mojority, and 
during the troubles with England) prior to tho war 
of 1812, was dispatched to Europe with a view to 


whose yossols had been eaptured both by Great 
Britaiu and France. In this now fleld of effort, 
ho was brought into intimate relations with the 
great commercisl nnd banking houses of Eorope, 
capecially thoso of the Hopoa nmi Barings, 
and soon acquired a reputation for ability, inte 
ty, ond sound judgment which gave him not a litue 
induence in the bighest commoreiul circica. In 
1826, ho established a morcantilo house ip London 
{n conuootion with Mr. John Baffug, andor thetirin 
of Bates & Baring, and was subsequently made a 
partner in tho distingu 


ond Company, of which ho contivucd an active and 
cflloient member until the time of hia death. In 


protecting tho intorests of hia employer, many of] juiskesn, Henn 


hod Orin of Ba-ing Brothers] 


1854, when ® commuiccton was errenged to aetlo 
claims of citizons of tho United Sttcs on the 
British goverouiont, and of eubjecta of Great 
Britain against the United States, chiefly for spoli- 
ations committed during the war, Mr. Dates waa 
appointed umpire betwoon tho British and Ameri- 
can comunissionors, in nll casos whero they should 
disagree.” He perforined tho dutics of this honur= 
able and delicate office with a promptness, impar- 
tiality, and fidelity which gavo ontiresatisfaction te: 
both parties. In 1852, be was informed of the plaw 
of establishing a froo public library in tho city of 
Boston, and at onco appropriated tho sum of 
$50,000 for the accomplishmont of thoebjeot, keaido 


a donation of between 20,000 ond 29,609 yelumos 
of books, ufter the completion of the building. Mr. 
Butes presorved to the Inst bis interest in lis na- 
tiye country, and watched tho oventful utruggle 
with the Rebels of tho South with tho doopest 
anxiety nnd with all bis sympathies on the side of 
the Union,
